One man was carried from the 


track. He had his left leg broken. He was caught-between 
the Amplex and the Pope-Hartford No. 1. He was taken to 
the County Infirmary,. 


Theodore Kosch. a clerk residing in Fruitvale, was the 


most seriously injured victim. 
He was taken to the County 


Infirmary. His right leg .was severely cut and his body was 
cut and bruised. It is thought that he will recover. 


At the time the accident occurred the man had his back 


to the oncoming machine and was laughing when the car 
struck him. 


The accident was precisely what was to be expected un- 


der the circumstances here .today. 
At no time during the 


races was the track properly policed. The crowd packed 
the speedway after each race. The police attempted to keep 
them back,-but without success. The fault was altogether 
with the spectators themselves for injuries sustained, and 
not with the driver of the car causing the accident or the 
police, who have done the best they could to keep the track 
clear. 


The man whose name could not be ascertained was struck by a 


National racer at the death curve just below Hunter's Inn at 2:20. 
He was slightly injured. That he escaped death is due to the fact 
that Merz, the driver, had slowed down on account of the big crowd 
which had overflowed the course. 


The man was caught in the front of the car and was thrown 


fully twenty feet. His hands were scratched and he sustained sev- 
eral bruises about the face. He refused to give his name. 


Jack Fleming, the driver of the Pope-Hartford, skidded against 


the" bales of straw and narrowly escaped killing several of the spec- 
tators before the crowd could be scattered. Fleming righted his 
PopeVHartford and sped down Maud avenue close behind Merz.

Terrific speed over an ideal course was the predominant feature 


of the Panama-Pacific automobile races today. The speedway be- 
tween San Leandro and Hayward could not have been in better con- 
ditiori for the events, while the weather was clear and just brisk 
enough to give the drivers buoyancy and confidence in their work. 
One hundred thousand people witnessed the races, the course being 
flanked on all sides 'by banks of enthusiastic spectators and the 
grandstand being comfortably filled. Hundreds of the private auto- 
mobiles were parked wherever possible. 


Merz won the heavy car race, regarded as the most important 


event on the program, driving a National No. 5. A Pope-Hartford 
No. 7 was second and Fleming in a Pope-Hartford No. 1 came in 
third. Fleming got away ahead of the other contestants and fin- 
ished first by about two car lengths, but the time made by both 
other entries was better than his, putting hirrji back to third place. 


The Apperson car entered in the 152-mile race, with Harris 


Hanshue driving and Ferguson as mechanician, skidded and turned 
turtle after making six laps.of the course and was destroyed by fire. 
Both Hanshue and his mechanician escaped injury. 


Clear, cool and crisp—not to say keen—broke the day of the 


Panama-Pacific Auto Races. 
Clear and cool were the heads and 


steady the nerves of the intrepid drivers who in their racing ma- 
chines greeted the heralds of dawn along the upper reaches of- the 
San Leandro-Hayward Hippodrome track over which the speeding 
racers later in the day snatched minutes from the hand of Time. 


Frost lay thick and white upon the uplands bordering the

DELL EXPLAINS MOVEMENTS. 
Dell claims that he went to Xla 
Juana to stay over night after his au- 
tomobile broke down between Nestor 
and Tia Juana. He denies, it is stated, 
any connection with the rebel forces. 
He is said to have been a. sergeant in 
the 13th U. S Infantry and saw serv- 
ice in tho Philippines. The identity 
of the other prisoner has not been re- 
vealed by the authorities. 
Tho United States District" Attorney 
in Los Angeles was notified of the ac- 
tion of the Mexican officials toward 
Dell and his companion this morning. 
The commander of the United States 
troops at duty on the border was also 
notified. He has issued a warning to 
all Americans to keep away from Tl.a 
Juana and has said that they will visit 
that tov. n at their peril.

George Washington and Abraham Lincoln sprang from the 


two extremes of Southern society, yet both were opposed to the 
institution of slavery. Washington was a scion of the aristocratic 
element, a great landowner and a large slave-owner, but his moral 
sense and practical wisdom as a man of affairs revolted against 
slavery. He clearly saw the. limitations slavery placed on Southern 
commerce and industry; the infection with which it diseased poli- 
tics, and the frightful injustice it inflicted on' the poor whites of 
the South."He was in favor of abolishing slavery by a gradual pro- 
cess, and set an example by manumitting his own slaves. 
^ 
* 


Abraham Lincoln was a descendant of poor whites—the class 


that was under the heel of the planter caste and felt even the sting 
of the slave's contempt. Instinctively he felt the great wrong in- 
flicted upon the class to which he belonged. The barbarities which 
inevitably attended the institution in even its mildest form shocked 
a mind naturally sympathetic toward weakness and suffering. He 
was keenly sensitive to every form of injustice; and the ignorance 
enforced on poor whites and negroes alike excited his commissera- 
tion and indignation 
His statesmanship rebelled 
against the 


ry, and lastly he discerned the hideou£ 
dedicated to the doctrine that all men 
.owed with an inalienable right to life, 


liberty and happiness fostering an institution that practically de- 
•nied every fundamental principle on which Thomas Jefferson based 
the Declaration of Independence. 


Thus Washington and Lincoln viewed slavery from opposite 


poles of thought, 'but their conclusions were the same. Both saw 
its iniquity and futility. Both set their faces against it, and both 
contributed to its abolition. When Washington drew his sword in 
favor of the revolting colonies he drew it to sustain a principle 
.which inevitably decreed the extinction of both chattel and politi- 
cal 'slavery the world over. 


[When. {Warren Olney was Mayor of Oakland he could only give 


a fewi minutes each day to the business of his office; he could not 
tak« the time to become acquainted with .the details of the munici- 
pal government. His law office in San Francisco demanded so 
much of his attention that he never had the time to inquire closely 
into the city's affairs. But it is different now. ilr. O'lney can af- 
ford to spend days in Sacramento urging legislators to destroy 
Oakland's right of self-government and grossly misrepresenting 
sentiment in Alameda county, even going so far as to misrepresent 
the tenor and effect of the Wolfe amendment, which there is rea- 
son to believe he assisted m framin-j. Surely this unwearied devo- 
tion to the interests of his San Francisco clients deserves a lib- 
eral fee. 


A HUNGRY LOOK 


The Throop School Scheme. 


The effort to have the State take over the Throop Poly- 


technic School at Pasadcn:i is a covert mo\ e to establish an- 
other 
State University in 
Southern California. 
It developed 


the moment it became apparent that the Legislature would 
not authorize another university. 
Should the State take over 


the Throop school persistent attempts to enlarge the institu- 
tion into a university would follow. 
Each Legislature would 


be asked for money to erect new buildings and provide for new 
branches of study. Efforts would be made to stint the university 
at Berkeley that more money might be given to Throop school. 
There would be a continual pulling and hauling between the two 
sections of th-2 State over appropriations for the Throop school and 
the State University. 
There would be an increase of expenditure 


and a decrease in efficiency. That is the objection to the State tak- 
ing over Throop. It might as well be asked to take over every other 
college and technical school in California. 
Southern California 


wants a State University and the Throop school proposition is a 
trap set to catch one. The Arabs have a saying that if a camel be 
allowed to put his head in a tent his body will soon follow. The 
Throop school scheme is an effort of the camel to put his head in 
the tent. Let him get his head in and his body will soon make en- 
trance. Throop is a Trojan horse that the Southern Californians 
are trying to get -within the walls. It looks harmless enough from 
the outside, "but it is loaded with mischief. It is a strategem, a snare 
and a delusion. It is the entering wedge for another State Univers- 
ity. It means more taxes and less satisfactory results. Therefore 
it is something to be rejected and kept outside. 


Governor Johnson has put his foot down on the appointment of 


any more smelling committees, hence the failure of the Joel resolu- 
tion to investigate the police department of San Francisco. 
San 


Francisco was "Lexowed" once and nothing came of it 
The effort 


to raise another stink was prompted by personal and factional poli- 
tics. To have stirred up a dirty mi ss at the moment San Francisco 
is getting ready to hold an international exposition would have in- 
jured the whole State of California and profited nobody save a few 
thrifty politicians. Governor Johnson-showed his good sense by 
putting his foot on the proposition. 


Edmund Burke and the Recall. 


.When Edmund Burke, one of the purest and loftiest-minded 


statesmen Great Britain ha<> produced, sat in Parliament for Bristol, 
his constituents took him to task for voting contrary to their wishes. 
His reply is a classic in the political literature of England. 
Among 


other things he said: 


"I was not to look to the flash of the day. %I know that you 


chose me to be a pillar of the state and not a weathercock on the 
top of the edifice, exalted for my levity and versatility, and of no 
use but to indicate the shiftings of every fashionable gale." 


What would Edmund Burke say of the proposal to subject 


judges to the recall—make them \\eathercopks on the "bench, con- 
struing the law as the passing wlnm of the mob dictated, making 
life, liberty and property tne sport of popular passion? What sort 
of a government \vill we have if fundamental rights 'guaranteed by 
organic laws which judges as .well as laymen are bound to respect 
are brushed aside that the caprice of the multitude may sway the 
sword of justice? 


The recall of judges is expressive of the spirit and purpose, of 


Jack Cade, who proposed to han-j all the lawyers and compel a 
three-penny loaf to be sold for a half-penny. What would have hap- 
pened in the'days of Denis Kearny's ascendancy if judges could 
have been recalled fort rendering unpopular decisions? Just what 
would happen if an army could depose its general on the-^ye of bat- 
tle or in the middle of a critical campaign. The recall expresses the 
spirit of mutiny and passion. It unleashes the prejudices of ,the 
ignorant and credulous and the fury of that element of society which 
is always ready to strike at the ministers and principles of justice. 


How long would John Marshall have sat in the Chief Justice's 


riiair if the populace could have pulled him down? His tenure of 


\ 


g^g^lSS^i^-g^gg^ 
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office would not have been worth an hour's purchase'for yi-ars after 
he rendered the Dartmouth College decision. For a dozen years he 
faced a hostile and clamorous public with unyielding courage and 
determination, inspiring and overawing weaker men and infusing 
his own dauntless spirit in timorous hearts that needed to be held 
up by a judicial arm which could be neither bent nor brolo-n by the 
excited and misguided multitude. Because John Marshall sat on 
the bench during a critical and formative period, immovabl i and un- 
removable, the United States is today a puissant and undi/ided na- 
tion. He erected a bulwark of constitutional construction that has 
fince been a barrier to disunion and disruption. An unjus decision 
is bound to b(e reversed in the end and unrighteous judges pass 
with the changes of time, but once-rob the judiciary of its uithority, 
prestige and security and the law is made the plajrthing ct popular 
moods. The rabble becomes the courtjpf last resort. Eveiy mouth- 
ing agitator becomes a judge of appeal, and the law itse f will be 
constantly exposed to attack in the person of the judge. 


Oakland and Los Angeles.

Board of State Comrrussioners to 'be appointed by the Governor 
would be to turn them over to San Francisco, and San Francisco 
never Jias failed and never will fail to advance her own irterests at 
the expense of all other localities, and to do so without justice, 
without mercy and without remorse," says the Los Angeles Times. 


The water front of Oakland cannot be turned over to the State 


Harbor Board, but San Francisco is planning to grab it and take 
control of the municipal machinery by which it is conti oiled and 
developed. What would happen to this side of the bay with the 
politicians of San Francisco administering the water frort of Oak- 
land can be imagined. The management would 'be for tie benefit 
of San Francisco, not of Oakland. The Legislature is asked to 
commit ,the monstrous injustice of handing over Oakla id's most 
potent business utility over to O'akland's commercial rival.

a hundred shad.

And, of course, when the year's fishing 


was not quite so, successful, tho xrice 
soared. Just as It does now. Shad used to 
be priced, now and then, at so high a 
rate as 8 cents apiece. 


The earliest market quotations obtain- 


able, dated at some time prior to the year 
1719, tell us that wild pigeons, being prac- 
tically innumerable about 
Philadelphia, 


were sold by any one who had taken the 
trouble to shoot or snare them for a cent 
apiece—a British 
sixpence for a dozen 


birds 


Butter at that time cost from 12 to IS 


cents a pound, and eggs were 8 cents a 
dozen. Beef varied In price between G 
and 12 cents a pound 
Ducks sold for 30 


cents apiece, and chickens' for 26 cents 
One could get for 2 cents enoTugh salad, 
or any kind of "greens," for a good-sized 


family. Herring retailed a.t 37 cents ft

hundredweight, and tobacco at 


53 50, while the *ame weight of Muscova- 
do sugar brought from ?10 to (11.25.

Pursuant to this purpose, a small 


delegation was selected to -\isit a num- 
ber of European cities whore advanced 
ci"vtes have been developed most highly.1 
and the planning1 of tho 'iew Chinese 
city is along- lines which this delegation 
suggested in Its report. It sounds like 
the work and the result of the work of 
an American, civic improvement society. 


The corsular report states that the 


.promoters' scheme Is a most ambiclous 
one. First, as a matter of prime neces- 
sity, there will be the corst^uction of an 


immensely strong breakwater, over a 
mile in Iqkgth, which will serve as a pro- 
tection to a harbor that is to be dredged 
into 
greater 
commercial usefulness 1" 


Next the scheme allows for a well-laid' 
out city with broad streets, a civic cen- 
ter for the foreign and municipal butld- 
iiigs, and carefully planned buslnessland 
residence districts. 
Again there Is pro- 


vision for schools, charitable Institutions, 
theaters, public gaidens, lighting 
and 


water systems and forestatlon. The plans 
governing ^building and sanitation 
an 


hinctlv in accordance with the most ad-' 
vanced European ideas and- practice 
Gambling and opium smoking are to bo 
strictly prohibited, and every effort made 
to bring the new city up to the highest 
municipal standard.. The worfc was be- 
gun In 1903 and is progressing rapidly. 


Tlieie «ls more than ordlnarv signifi- 


cance in this " bit of 
current Chinesa 


municipal history. It signifies the world- 
wide dissemination of the highly dcjftel- 
cped chic idea. It heartens or\e irAtho 
filth that tho cities of tho world mil 
eventually become centers for the con- 
summation of other purposes than mak- 
ing money.—Portland Telegram.
